The Minutes of the Parish Council Meeting held | 
on Thursday hth December,1969, were read, confirmed 
and signed by the chairman. 


The chairman asked Mr. Branston if he had received 
any further information on the proposed alterations in 


in the village square since the meeting of the 
hth of December,1969. 


Mr. Branston confirmed that Mr.Grudgings property ~~ 
known as Fountain House would not be involved in the | 
proposed alterations and therefore would not be purchased 
by the County Council. | 


Mr. Branston went on to report that the Highways 
Department were now considering demolishing the wall 
opposite the Co-operative Shop and re-building nearer 
to the Burton Hall estate. Mr.Branston said, that in 
his opinion moving the road in this direction would | 
negate any improvement gained in the removal of | 
Mr. Wheeler's shop. It was the opinion of the meeting : 
that the County Council were only concerned with the 
straightening of the B676 and ignoring the dangerous 
crossing to and from Barrow road, Seymour road. ! 


The survey for the area by the County Council has 
still to be carried out and the meeting agreed that ~~ 
until an accurate plan has been seen the Parish Council 
were unable to put forward suggestions for improvement. 


The clerk reported that the County Council had not 
acknowledged the letter dated 11th December,1969,

requesting that the Parish Council is kept informed of any future 
plans or development in the centre of Burton. It was agreed that 
the clerk write again to the County Surveyor for this assurance. 
Mr. Branston asked that the letter be sent in time for a meeting of 
the County Council on the ith February and for him to have a copy. 


Mr. Hawes reported that since the adoption by the County 
Council of the Street Lighting systems, there was considerable 
delay between the reporting of lighting faults and the lamps 
receiving attention. This often necessitated the reporting 
of a fault several times. In reply Mr.Branston stated that this 
was a common complaint amongst Parishes at the present. 


The clerk referred to a letter dated 10th January 1970,from 
Mr.Branston informing the Parish Council that the County Council 


for Street 
Lighting had agreed to consider applications from small Parish Councils 
Improvement. for a financial grant towards the cost of bringing up the 
lighting system to Highway Standards on classified roads. 
The clerk reported that arequest for such a grant had 
been made in respect of the lighting on the Loughborough - 
Melton road (B676) on the 12th January. 
This concluded the business concerning the County Council. 
On Mr. Moore's proposal the meeting thanked Mr. Branston for 
his attendance and help, Mr. Branston then left. 
Minutes The Minutes of the Parish Council meeting held on 18th 
August,1969 were then read,confirmed and Signed by the chairman. 
Matters arising Work on the additional culvert along Brook Street and the 
Brook St. lower part of Seymour road was in progress. Satisfactory reports 
Culvert. on the progress and work were given by members of the Couneil. 


Storm water 
Hall Drive. 


A letter was read from the Area Surveyor stating that he 
had referred the question of storm water from the Hall estate, 
to his headquarters with a request that the clerk should take 
action under Section 12 of the Highways Act 1959. The Area 
Surveyor had supplied the names and addresses of all the house 
owners concerned and was awaiting the outcome of his request. 
The letter went on to say that provided the residents install a 
drainage system within the estate together with a connection 
to the Highways system. the storm water could be accommodated 
after the Brook street scheme is completed.

Letter from the Ratepayers and Residents 
Association requesting details of the new culvert scheme 
in Brook Street, and asking if any action had been taken 
to provide a footpath in Seymour Road. 

The clerk reported that he had informed the 
Association of the details received from the Area 
Surveyor concerning the new culvert and referred to a 
letter from the County Surveyor stating that the 
provision of a footpath in Seymour road will be 
included in the estimates for 1971-2. 


Letter from the County Surveyor stating that the 
conditions existing on this road did not comply with the 
criteria required by the Ministry of Transport, and there- 
fore he was unable to extend the speed limit on this © 
section of road. 

In a later letter the Area Surveyor stated that he 
had arranged for "SLOW" carriageway markings on Loughboro' 
road to help reduce the speed of vehicles approaching, 
the village. 


Letter from the Playing Field Association asking 
if the Parish Councils Grant could be made available 
when the Association main grant comes through. The 
clerk reported- that this request had been referred to. 
the Treasurer of the R.D.C. In reply the Treasurer 
stated that a cheque for the Parish Councils grant would 
be issued when negotiations for the purchase of the 
land had been reached. A copy of this letter had been 
sent to the Playing Field Association. 


The clerk reported receiving a request from 
Mr.Wheeler to write to the Head Postmaster asking if a 
letter box could be provided in the village square. 

In replying to this, the Head Postmaster had stated : 
that as the square was within the half mile limit of © 
the new sub-post offfice, it was not pose to provide. 
a letter box at this point. 


It was agreed to Precept for £100 for General

The meeting did not accept this decision. The new 
street lighting to Highway Standards now extended to the 
school and Mr. Branston was asked to make a further 
request to have this speed limit extended and at the same 
time point out the prevailing conditions. During this 
discussion Mr. Moore pointed out that there was no road 
sign warning traffic leaving the village of the new 
school, although a sign had been erected warning traffic 
entering the village. Mr. Branston agreed to report this 
omission in his letter to the County Surveyor.

Dangerous Crossing Since the last annual parish meeting there had been 

in Village Square. meetings with County Council officials and consider- 
able correspondence on this problem. The latest 
proposal put forward by the County Council was to | 
re-align the B676 involving demolition in the centre 
of the village, including Mr. Wheeler's shop. 
Mr. Wheeler informed the meeting thet he had not 
been told officially by the Gounty Council that his 

ae? premises would have to be defiolished. Mr. Wheeler | 
went on to say that he was not prepaéa to dispose | 
of his premises and that it was his intention to 
continue his business there. In view of this 
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statement by Mr. Wheeler, Mr. Branston said there was no point 
in discussing the County Council's proposals any further. 


Mr. Bowler made a strong appeal for the installation 
of traffic lights as being the only solution to make this 
crossing safe. This was endorsed by the meeting. 


Mr. Betts, (Secretary of the Burton Ratepayers Association) 
informed the meeting that it was the intention of the Assc. 
on the 19th April to carry out a census in order to obtain the 
view of the residents on the installation of traffic lights or 
alternatively for the village centre to be left as it is. 
Finally it was agreed to ask Mr. Branston to write to the 
Chairman of the County Gouncil stressing the following 
points:- 


le The meeting expresses strong disapproval of the County 
Council in not officially informing Mr. Wheeler of their. 
proposals. 


Ze It is the opinion of the meeting that the only real 
solution to make the crossing safe was the installation 
of traffic lights. 


36 It is the wish of the meeting that the rural atmosphere of 
the village centre be retained.

Refuse Collection A complaint was made that during the collecting of refuse 
the dustbins were left on the pavements with the lids off 
with the result that paper was blown about the streets. 
Replying to this Mr. Bolton stated that owing to shortage 
of labour the refuse collectors were now operating ona 
piece work system and leaving the lids off the dustbins 
helped te speed up the collections. Until more labour 
could be found nothing could be done about this problem. 
Gravel in Village Dr. Evans reported that gravel had been washed into 
Square. the Village Square presumably from Barrow road after the

winter gritting. It was agreed that this should be re- 
ported to the Area Surveyor. 


Dr. Evang asked when can the Parish Council Accounts

in September 1967 enclosing a plan of the property the

‘had subsequently received a reply from Mr. Wheeler's 
' golicitors, namimg Messrs Gartons as Mr. Wheeler's agents. 
The letter went on to say that negotiations between the 
| District Valuer and Mr. Wheeler's agents have continued 
Uae a very slow pace. 
In conclusion Mr. Grigson maintained that the 
/widening of the road would give greater visibility 
of approaching traffic thus increasing the safety of 
| pedestrians crossing the square.

With reference to the request for Tpaffic Lights, Mr. 
Grigson said there was no hope at all of them being installed. 
Without Ministry approval it would be illegal. 

Following the reading of this letter a lenghty discussion took 
place. It was finally agree® that the clerk write to the 

County Engineer, making a further request for an accurate survey 
plan of the village as promised by Mr. Grigson in his letter dated 
20th Feb.1970. It was also egreed to ask the County Engineer to 
arrange for another traffic census to be taken at the village 
square and to include traffic leaving Seymour Road. The meeting 
felt that a census taken at this point would give a more accurate 
traffic count than the previous one in 1968 at a point near 
Sixhills. |

Mr. D.M. Lawson,(Chairman) Miss M.I. Fletcher,

Be. Moore, and 20 local government electors were 
present. Mrs. J. Smith representing the Leicestershire 
Rural Community Council and Mr. D.P.W. Cooper of Hawley 
and Rodgers, Solicitors, attended in an advisory 


capacity. 


To discuss the future Trusteeship of the Village Hall, 
and if thought fit to propose a resolution that the 
Parish Council be appointed the Corporate Trustee of 
the Village Hall. 


The chairman opened the meeting by giving a brief 
) outline of the origin of the village hall and its 
history up to the present date. 
The chairman then informed the meeting of the two 
alternative bodies in which the Trusteeship of the 
Village Hall could be vested. 
ie For the Parish Council to be appointed the 
Corporate Trustee. 
Ze The Official Custodian of charities to be 
appointed as Trustees. 


In either case the management and control of the 

Village Hall would be carried out by a management 
committee comprising representatives from organisations 
in the Parish including the Parish Council. 

In concluding his remarks the chairman commended the 
first alternative and emphasized the fact that the 
Village Hall would not become a Parish Hall nor a 

burden on the rates and the Hall would still be eligible 
for Grants. 

The chairman then made the meeting open for comments 

and questions. 

Replying to the question " Did the present Trustees 
wish to resign" the chairman said that this was so. 

Mr. Bowler asked for confirmation that if the Parish 
Council was appointed the Corporate Trustee, the Council 
would not have an over-riding authority in the manage~ 
ment of the Village Hall. 
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Mrs. Smith assured the mmpeting that it was essential that all 
organised bodies in the Parish be equally represented on the 
Management Committee and therefore no one body would be in a 
position to outvote the others. 

After a lengthy discussion it was apparent that the Opinion of the 
meeting was fairly evenly divided between the two alternative forms 
of Trusteeship. 

Mr. Cooper suggested that the two alternatives be put to the vote. 
This was agreed upon and the results were as follows:- 


hs The Official Custodian of Charities to be appointed 
as Trustees. (11 votes) 


260 The Parish Council to be appointed the Corporate 

Trustee. (14 votes) 
This concluded the business of the meeting and the chairman 
thanked Mrs. Smith and Mr. Cooper for their attendance and help 
and declared the meeting closed.
